A. One Reafon is the Crookednefs of the Ways 
requiring frequent Turnings of the Coach 10 the 
Right and Left Hand, far which purpole the lir- 


tlene(s of the Fore-Wheels were a good Expedient. 


For it the Fore Wheels were made as large as thole 


behind, the Coach cou'd not be Turned without. 


taking a larger Compals, which fometimes woud 
be very Incommedious, It will be asked, why 
then are the Hinder-Wheels made fo large, fince 
rhey may as well Subject the Coach to this Incon- 
venience of Turning 2 We may Anfwer, they are 
made fo partly that they may raife the Coach 
higher out of the Dirt, and partly becanfe greater 
Wheels are more eafiiy moved than the lefs in a 
right Line, as is proved in Mechanics: And as for 
their Difficulty of being Turned, it is eafily con- 
ceivable thar their being Situated behind. remedies 
thar Inconvenience. The other Reafon of the 
-lirrlenefs of the Fore-Wheels is of higher confidera- 
tion. Ic is to be obferved therefore, thar the 
Reins, which tye the Coach to the Hortes, are 
faftened at the ends of the fore Axle-Tree. And 
fince thefe two ends are the Points of the Appli- 


cation of the Force tothe Weight, if the Axle- 


Tree be as high as che Horfes Breafts, the Line of 


Draught (according to which the Force is applied ) 


will be parallel to the Horizon; and therefore 
while the Coach is drawn along a Horizon- 
ral Plane the Application of the Force will be di- 
rect, But becaufe there are no Ways fo perfectly 
plain, bue thar the Coach muft be drawn over 
many Stones, or Hillocks, or fuch like Eminences, 
che direét Application of the Force will not in {uch 
Cafes be parallel to the Horizon, but to the Ac- 
clivity of the Eminence. And that Provifion. 
might be made when {uch Cafes fhou'd happen, 
nothing coud be betrer contrived than that the 
Axle-Tree fhoud be p'aced lowerrhan the Horfes 
Breafts. For by this Means the Force is more 
directly applied, where there is thegreateft need of 
it; and the Weighr:s both raifed up and drawn 
- forward at the fame Time, in Order to overcome 

the Eminences and Rovghnels of the Ways. ©

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Inftant from Madrid for Vallidolid, attended by 
the Dukes of Medina-Sidonia and Offuna, the 
Conftable of Caftile, and fome other J.orJds; That 
there is alfo Advice, that the Army of King 
Charles is arrived within [wo Leagues of Madrid: 
From whence General Stareniberg detach'd with 
2000 Horfe, to take Poffeffion of that Ciry, and 
receive the Homage of the Inhabitants ; that the 
Duke of Vendoime being arrived at Toleza, with- 
in 4 Leagues of that Place ; he received Advice 
the 12th at Night, thac a Body of 2000 Horfe 
coming from Eftremadura was Defeated by the 
Allies, between Alcala and Madrid; Thar all the 
Towns in Navarre, except Pampelona, have de- 
clared for King Charles; who has fent the Count 
de la Puebla to Valencia with 4000 Men; So that 
there is no doubt but that Kingdom has declared 
for that Prince. From the Camp before Aire, 


Sept. 29th. "Tis Advifed that on Saturday the 


neceflary Difpofitions were made for Atacking a 
Redoubt on the Left, and the Intrenchments which 
Cover the Sluces; But the Bridge was Unfortu- 
nately broke by a Bomb; which us to pur off the 
Auack to anoiher Day. The Seige of Sr. Venant 
goes on with all imaginable Succels ; Thar the 
26th the Befiegers lodg’d themfelves on the Glacis,

Barrels of Powcer from Lifle and Tournay.
